When a community or municipality reaches the place 
where it is impossible to g*ve its youth- the advantages 
of free public education under American standards, its 
function as a community or municipality will not only 
have greatly diminished but will be bordering on absolute 
disintegration. 
Members of the Xenia City Board of Education, who, 
by the way, serve without pay, and can have no ulterior 
motive oilier than the interests of the city’s educational 
system at heart, say Xenia’s public school sysem will 
practically cease to function as such unless voters at 
next Tuesday’s election pass the three mill school levy 
proposal. 
Failure of the levy to pass will cut the income for 
school purposes one third, make necessary a reduction by 
one-third of the teaching force, make necessary tile re­ 
duction of salaries of teachers retained so that the quality 
>.(>f teaching will be jeopardized, and will not only curtail 
progress and hamper standards achieved after long time 
and effort, but will necessitate cuttirg the school term 
from three to four months. With a nine months term 
in vogue now, this would mean th at school sessions would 
only be held from five to six months each year. 
Such a move would jeopardize the qualifications of 
Xenia’s future citizenry, hamper the education of her 
youth, besmirch the fair name Xenia schools have Ii ad in 
the past and eliminate the Xenia high schools from the bat 
of first class high schools in Ohio. Curtailing of school 
revenues now would in other words, be educational suicide. 
Voters passed the three mill levy in 1920 and the 
board only asks that this action be renewed now. Taxes 
will not be increased over the present rate but instead, 
by virtue of a decrease made in the city administration 
budget, voters will pay less taxes next year than they did 
this. 
Everyone interested bi Hie welfare of Xenia should 
vote Yes on the three mill school lew.

A table of millage distribution for 
school revenues shows 1.80 mills re­ 
ceived from within the ten mill lim­ 
it. goes to the general fund jtfid .20 
mills from the same source to the 
teachers’ retirement fund.
